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The  Myth  of  the 
Common  School 

Charles  Leslie  Glenn,  Jr. 


In  this  thoughtful,  well-wrought  study, 
Charles  L.  Glenn  examines  the  histor- 
ical development  of  the  idea  that  the 
State  should  sponsor  popular  education 
in  order  to  mold  common  loyalties  and 
values  among  its  citizens  in  the  interest 
of  national  unity.  This  idea  has  led  in- 
evitably to  conflict  with  parents  and 
groups  who  do  not  accept  the  values 
and  beliefs  inculcated  by  the  State  and 
its  educators.  Over  the  years,  the  issues 
around  which  such  conflict  has  arisen 
have  varied,  but  the  underlying  posi- 
tions remain  the  same.  On  the  one  hand 
are  those  who  assert  the  absolute  right 
of  parents  to  control  the  education  of 
their  children.  On  the  other  are  those 
who  assert  the  absolute  right  of  the 
State  (or  Society)  to  control  the  educa- 
tion of  children  and  to  do  so  in  a  way 
that  minimizes  the  differences  among 
them.  Glenn  studies  this  tension  pri- 
marily as  it  evolved  in  nineteenth- 
century  Massachusetts,  with  reference 
to  parallel  developments  elsewhere  in 
the  United  States  and  in  France  and  the 
Netherlands. 

Glenn  describes  the  conditions  and 
assumptions  under  which  common 
schools  were  first  launched  in  the 
Netherlands  and  France  during  the 
1800s.  He  then  traces  the  development 
of  this  idea  in  the  United  States,  focus- 
ing on  its  implementation  and  eventual 
triumph  over  competing  views  of 
schooling.  He  shows  that  the  common 
school  Horace  Mann  and  his  contem- 
poraries sought  to  create,  fraught  as  it 
was  with  religious  and  moral  purpose, 
was  fiercely  opposed  first  by  many 
orthodox  Protestants  and  then  by  the 
growing  Roman  Catholic  population. 
In  the  end,  it  was  Protestant  horror  at 
the  prospect  of  Catholic  schooling  that 
was  instrumental  in  the  transformation 


of  the  common  school  into  the  estab- 
lished church  of  America's  secular  faith. 

Glenn  reminds  us  that  this  continuing 
conflict  over  popular  education  raises 
troubling  questions  in  a  democracy. 
How,  for  example,  can  the  pluralism 
we  claim  to  value,  the  liberty  we  cher- 
ish, be  reconciled  with  a  State  pedagogy 
designed  to  serve  State  purposes?  Can 
government  assure  that  each  child  is  ed- 
ucated in  the  essentials  required  by  the 
social,  political,  and  economic  order 
without  seeking  to  impose  uniformity? 
He  concludes  by  offering  workable  and 
tested  solutions  to  this  perennial  di- 
lemma.

Outsiders  in  the  Sacred  Grove 
Nadya  Aisenberg  and 
Mona  Harrington 


Drawing  on  more  than  sixty  interviews, 
this  book  examines  women's  struggle  to 
gain  authority  in  the  academic  profes- 
sion and  to  use  that  authority  to  change 
conventional  practices.  The  authors  ar- 
gue that  as  women  rise  in  academe, 
they  are  stymied  at  a  certain  level  by  the 
remaining  force  of  the  old  norms  which 
in  the  past  barred  women  from  profes- 
sional life  altogether.  These  norms  de- 
creed a  sharp  division  between  public 
and  private  realms,  assigning  men  to 
public  duties,  women  to  private,  men  to 
intellectual  pursuits,  women  to  emo- 
tional and  relational  ones. 

Although  the  strict  division  of  roles  is 
eroding,  prejudices  about  women's 
"lesser"  intellectual  power  still  operate, 
subtly  but  effectively,  through  a  two- 
tiered  system  of  responsibility.  The  top 
tier  exercises  the  real  authority  and  con- 
sists almost  exclusively  of  men.  The 
bottom  tier  carries  out  supportive  func- 
tions and  consists  of  some  men  and 
nearly  all  the  profession's  women,  who 
also  carry  the  major  burden  of  private 
and  familial  responsibilities. 

Making  excellent  use  of  interviews, 
the  authors  explore  in  vivid  detail  how 
this  two-tiered  system  works  and  the 
variety  of  ways  in  which  academic 
women  have  responded  to  "the  rules  of 
the  game."  Overall,  the  stories  are  those 
of  outsiders — even  though  the  inter- 
viewees include  tenured  professors  as 
well  as  women  off  the  tenure  track  en- 
tirely. But  these  are  also  stories  of  cre- 
ative criticism  generated  by  the  peculiar 
vantage  point  of  the  outsider,  criticism 
that  extends  to  the  basic  values  of  the 
academic  profession  and  of  our  society 
as  a  whole. 

Women  of  Academe  is  a  valuable 
book  for  women  trying  to  integrate 


their  professional  and  private  lives.  By 
describing  recurrent  patterns  of  experi- 
ence common  to  women  from  diverse 
backgrounds,  the  book  makes  this  ex- 
perience comprehensible  and  even  pre- 
dictable for  individuals  struggling  with 
it.  And  by  highlighting  the  persistence 
and  power  of  traditional  norms  of  in- 
equality, it  may  help  to  relieve  the  bur- 
den of  guilt,  the  sense  of  individual 
failure,  that  many  women  carry  because 
of  the  difficulties  they  face  in  achieving 
their  aspirations.

Bitter  Milk 
Women  and  Teaching 
Madeleine  R.  Grumet 


Although  women  constitute  the  major- 
ity of  all  public  school  teachers,  their 
experience  of  this  work  is  hidden,  rarely 
spoken  or  written  of,  even  among  them- 
selves. Madeleine  R.  Grumet  locates 
this  silence  in  the  ambivalence  women 
feel  for  this  work,  which  they  see  as 
wedged  somewhere  between  the  private 
and  public  domains  of  their  lives  and 
defined  wholly  by  neither.  For  women 
teachers,  the  lines  between  their  re- 
productive and  nurturing  tasks  in  the 
home  and  their  labor  in  the  public 
school  system  are  blurred. 

In  Bitter  Milk,  Grumet  offers  a  femi- 
nist critique  of  education.  She  explores 
the  passage  women  teachers  make  daily 
between  their  public  and  private  lives 
and  the  contradictions  they  confront 
when  they  bring  their  commitments  to 
children  into  the  politics  and  knowledge 
systems  of  institutional  education. 


Grounded  in  feminist  theories  of  gen- 
der, politics,  and  epistemology,  the 
chapters  address  such  topics  as  the  rela- 
tion between  reproduction  and  educa- 
tion, women's  experience  of  teaching, 
the  "feminization"  of  teaching,  the  the- 
ater of  the  classroom,  gender  politics  of 
text  interpretation  and  curricular 
choice,  family/school  relations,  and 
women's  relation  to  other  women.

Charlotte  Perkins  Gilman's 
Architectural  Feminism 
Polly  Wynn  Allen 

Charlotte  Perkins  Gilman  (1860-1935) 
was  a  noted  feminist  philosopher  whose 
versatile  career  included  writing, 
preaching,  and  lecturing  in  a  wide  cir- 
cuit throughout  the  United  States  and 
Europe.  She  dedicated  her  life  to  im- 
proving the  condition  of  women  and 
urged  people  to  question  patriarchal 
notions  of  gender,  God,  ethics,  home, 
work,  and  society.  In  her  most  widely 
read  book,  Women  and  Economics,  she 
argued  persuasively  for  female  eco- 
nomic independence. 

Vital  to  achieving  this  goal,  she 
claimed,  was  a  reorganization  of  the 
home  in  a  way  that  would  free  women 
from  the  burden  of  domestic  respon- 
sibilities and  allow  them  to  participate 
in  the  paid  labor  force.  In  lectures  and 
articles  about  domestic  architecture,  as 
well  as  in  novels  and  dozens  of  short 
stories,  she  stressed  the  importance  of 
spatial  design  to  gender  relationships 
and  campaigned  for  the  development  of 
shared  kitchens  and  dining  rooms  run 
by  trained  personnel,  child-care  centers, 
and  other  housekeeping  services  in 
every  community.  Gilman's  architec- 
tural proposals  would  keep  home  and 
workplace  easily  accessible  to  each 
other  and  would  relieve  women  from 
their  double  shift  of  housekeeping  and 
wage  work. 

In  Building  Domestic  Liberty,  Polly 
Wynn  Allen  examines  Gilman's  pro- 
posals for  spatial  design  against  the 
backdrop  of  Gilman's  project  of  writing 
social  ethics.  Weaving  biographical  ele- 


ments from  Gilman's  life  together  with 
an  exploration  of  her  racial  and  class 
biases,  her  illusions  and  presupposi- 
tions, her  Utopian  and  pragmatic  ap- 
proaches to  the  details  of  neighborhood 
design,  Allen  situates  Gilman  in  the 
white,  middle-class  women's  movement 
of  the  turn  of  the  century.  She  also 
shows  how  Gilman's  skill  as  a  writer 
enabled  her  to  convey  in  fiction  ideas 
she  considered  too  radical  to  express 
outright.

If,  as  Abraham  Lincoln  once  said,  we 
cannot  escape  history,  then  in  the 
words  of  contemporary  black  poet 
Sarah  Webster  Fabio,  "we  must  heal 
our  history."  This  collection  of  essays 
by  Benjamin  Quarles  demonstrates  one 
observer's  ability  to  heal  the  history  of 
the  black  experience  in  America  by 
writing  about  it  with  dignity,  compas- 
sion, and  a  profound  respect  for  Afro- 
American  strength  and  the  richness  of 
black  achievement.  A  distinguished 
black  historian,  Quarles  is  well  known 
for  his  many  important  essays  and 
books,  including  Frederick  Douglass; 
The  Negro  in  the  Civil  War;  The  Negro 
in  the  American  Revolution;  Lincoln 
and  the  Negro;  The  Negro  in  the  Mak- 
ing of  America;  and  Black  Abolition- 
ists. 

The  twelve  essays  in  Black  Mosaic 
are  grouped  into  four  sections:  blacks 
in  the  American  Revolutionary  period; 
blacks  in  the  antebellum  and  Civil  War 
periods;  blacks  in  the  twentieth  cen- 
tury; and  black  history  and  historiogra- 
phy. The  topics  include  the  exclusion  of 
blacks  from  the  colonial  militia;  Lord 
Dunmore's  invitation  to  black  slaves  to 
join  the  British  forces;  black  attitudes 
toward  the  Revolutionary  War;  the  role 
of  free  blacks  in  the  abolitionist 
crusade;  antebellum  interest  in  Afro- 
American  history;  W.  E.  B.  Du  Bois  and 
The  Crisis;  a  portrait  of  labor  leader 
A.  Philip  Randolph;  and  the  emergence 


of  black  history  within  the  historical 
profession.

Photographs  are  used  every  day  as  doc- 
uments and  evidence  in  courtrooms, 
hospitals,  and  police  work,  on  pass- 
ports, permits,  and  licenses.  But  how 
and  when  did  such  usage  come  to  be  ac- 
cepted? What  kinds  of  photographs  are 
seen  as  purely  instrumental  and  hence 
able  to  serve  in  this  way?  What  sorts  of 
agencies  and  institutions  have  the 
power  to  give  photographs  this  status? 
And  more  broadly,  what  conception  of 
photographic  representation  does  this 
involve  and  what  are  its  consequences? 

Drawing  on  semiotics,  on  debates  in 
cultural  theory,  and  on  the  work  of 
Foucault  and  Althusser,  John  Tagg  re- 
jects the  idea  of  photography  as  a  rec- 
ord of  reality  and  the  notion  of  a 
documentary  tradition.  Instead,  he 
traces  a  previously  unexamined  history 
which  has  profound  implications  not 
only  for  the  history  and  theory  of  pho- 
tography but  also  for  understanding  the 
role  that  new  means  and  modes  of  rep- 
resentation have  played  in  the  develop- 
ment of  modern  social  regulation.  His 
essays  argue  for  a  rigorous  analysis  of 
the  meaning,  status,  and  effects  of  pho- 
tography, rooted  in  a  historical  grasp  of 
the  growth  and  dispersal  of  the  modern 
state.

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The  Welfare  State  in 
Transition 

The  Theory  and  Practice  of 
Welfare  Pluralism 
Norman  Johnson 

During  the  last  decade  there  has  been 
much  talk  about  the  crisis  in  welfare 
states,  a  crisis  arising  from  government 
ineptitude  and  from  fiscal  and  economic 
difficulties.  Many  critics  contend  that 
the  capitalist  state  has  become  so  overly 
bureaucratic  that  it  is  unresponsive  to 
people's  needs.  Prominent  in  the  debate 
over  the  viability  of  the  welfare  state  is 
the  concept  of  pluralism:  the  idea  that 
state,  voluntary  agencies,  private  mar- 
kets, and  informal  networks  must  work 
together  as  welfare  providers.  Propo- 
nents of  welfare  pluralism  argue  that  al- 
though the  state  should  exercise  a 
regulative  role  and  remain  the  chief 
source  of  finance,  much  of  the  respon- 
sibility for  the  provision  of  welfare 
ought  to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the 
voluntary,  informal,  and  commercial 
sectors. 

Focusing  on  welfare  states  in  capital- 
ist societies,  The  Welfare  State  in  Tran- 
sition carries  forward  the  debate  on 
pluralism,  identifying  and  discussing  the 
problems  involved  in  transferring  re- 
sponsibility for  welfare  services  from 
the  state  to  the  other  three  sectors.  The 
author  examines  models  of  the  welfare 
state,  traces  the  experiences  of  the 
1950s  and  1960s,  and  documents  the 
emergence  of  the  current  "crisis."  Ex- 
amples are  drawn  chiefly  from  the 
United  States  and  the  countries  of  west- 
ern Europe.  The  major  focus  of  the 
book  is  on  the  shortcomings  of  plural- 
ism, which  the  author  feels  is  a  retro- 
gressive step  that  can  lead  only  to 
greater  inequality  and  a  weakening  of 
accountability.  He  concludes  that  the 
state  must  retain  a  dominant  role  in  the 
provision  of  welfare  and  that  socialism 
offers  the  best  way  forward.

Primates  in  the 
Classroom 

An  Evolutionary  Perspective 
on  Children's  Education 
J.  Gary  Bernhard 

In  modern  industrialized  nations,  for- 
mal education  plays  a  crucial  role  in  so- 
cializing children  and  preparing  them 
for  adult  life.  Primates  in  the  Classroom 
is  based  on  the  premise  that  because  hu- 
mans evolved  through  the  same  pro- 
cesses that  produced  all  other  life  on 
earth,  there  are  certain  natural,  i.e.,  spe- 
cies-wide, ways  for  children  to  learn. 
J.  Gary  Bernhard  proposes  that  for 
schools  to  be  truly  effective,  they  must 
come  to  terms  with  this  legacy  of  hu- 
man evolution  and  develop  methods  to 
accommodate  the  biologically  based  so- 
cial and  emotional  needs  of  their  stu- 
dents. He  explores  the  gap  between 
emotional  and  cognitive  dimensions  of 
learning,  between  the  experiential  and 
the  intellectual,  and  between  the  social 
and  the  individual  aspects  of  how  and 
why  children  learn. 

The  book  is  divided  into  three  parts. 
Part  i  examines  other  primate  societies 
and  identifies  the  crucial  elements  of 
primate  learning.  Part  2  discusses  the 
emergence  of  humans  and  offers  a  de- 
tailed description  of  children's  learning 
in  nomadic  foraging  societies.  Part  3  ex- 
plores the  ways  in  which  these  learning 
contexts  and  activities  have  changed  in 
relatively  recent  history,  describes  the 
problems  that  such  changes  have  cre- 
ated, and  offers  suggestions  for  educa- 
tional reform. 

Bernhard  avoids  the  simple-minded 
formulations  of  social  Darwinists  and 
genetic  determinists.  He  writes,  "I  con- 
sider learning  to  be  a  complex  of  ac- 
tivities that  reflects  both  genetically 
based  motivations  common  to  the  en- 
tire species  and  the  demands  of  the  en- 
vironment in  which  individuals  exist. 


Human  beings  are  cultural  beings.  This 
means  that  the  environment  in  which 
the  young  grow  and  develop  is  pro- 
foundly affected  by  the  language,  social 
organization,  ideas,  customs,  and  his- 
tory of  those  with  whom  the  young  live 
and  come  in  contact.  But  the  impact  of 
the  cultural  environment  on  the  learn- 
ing of  the  young  does  not  cancel  out  bi- 
ologically based  characteristics  of 
learning;  it  only  greatly  complicates  the 
context  in  which  these  human  learning 
characteristics  are  located."
